'Hie  lov/a  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-v/ide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsihili ty  of 
operating  e.  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     'Ihe  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  v/orking  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculturec     'The  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  Duhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  nnd  for  current  statistical  informxation  of  agricultural  production 
in  Io\7a  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agriculour- 
al  organi  za.tions ,  comm.ercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
State  and  /governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  iDeen  done  in  the  past  to  make  availaole 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need 
for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  pt 
considerahle  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is 
being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  h^ve  "been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  federal  docum.ents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  IJorman  V,  Strand, 
State-'.Yide  7Jork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Aj-,ri cultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  '.vork  corqpleted  on  Oificial 
Project  o&-l-72~155  of  the  '/vork  Projects  Administrationc     Official  Project 
665-72-2^35  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  23  and  25,

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IOWA  AGP-ICULIUIUL  STATISTICS  -  MUS3AIIN5  COUl^TY 


Muscatine  County  was  established  from  territory  originally  embraced 
in  old  Demoine  county.     In  1836,  when  the  boundaries  were  first  established, 
it  included  parts  of  the  present  counties  of  Scott,  Johnson  and  "feshington , 
but  it  '.vas  soon  reduced  to  its  present  limits.     The  name  is  derived  from 
the  Musquetine     tribe  of  Indians  which  at  one  time  jpossessed  Muscatine 
Island  and  the  west  shore  of  the  Mississippi  Eiver  in  this  region. 

In  the  fall  of  1833  Major  George  Davenport,  who  had  a  trading  post 
at  Rock  Island,   sent  a  Mr,  Famam  to  establish  a  trading  post  on  the  site 
where  Muscatine  now  stands.     The  store  was  sold  after  about  two  years  to 
John  Vanata,  who,  in  1836,  platted  the  to'ATi  of  Bloomington.     In  May,  1834, 
Benjaar.in  Nye  settled  at  the  mouth  of  Pine  Creek,     The  following  year  James 
Casey  built  a  cabin  just  below  Davenport's  trading  house.     A  town  ¥/as  laid 
out  three  miles  up  the  river  aoout  this  time  by  Dr»  Eli  Reynolds  and  narr-ed 
Geneva.     Others  settlers  located  at  Moscow  on  the  Cedar  River^     In  1836, 
J.  W,   Casey  and  others  platted  a  toTO  further  dovm  the  river  and  named  it 
Newberry, 

The  county  was  formally  organized  by  the  election  of  its  officers  in 
January,  1837,;     Bloomington  was  made  the  county-seat  and  a  post  office  was 
established  there  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  county,;     In  18^1-9, 
the  name  of  this  place  was  changed  to  Muscatine,  which  signifies  "Little 
Prairie . " 

'The  Rock  Island  Railroad  was  the  first  line  Duilt  through  the  county. l/ 

Area 

Muscatine  County  has  an  area  of  432  square  miles  2/,  or  276, -:80  acres* 
Of  this  number,  251,192  acres  are  farm  land,     3/     There  are  14  tovmships  in 
the  county  and  it  ranks  sixtieth  in  the  State  in  point  of  size,  sharing 
this  .pla.ce  with  Lucas  and  Monroe  counties. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Muscatine  County  are  giouped  into  three  classes;  najT.ely, 
loess,   terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils.-     The  loess  soils  cover  6^-,  6 
percent  of  the  total  area  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  Muscatine  loams 
— 38c 5  percent,  Memphis  silt  loam — 19,7,  Lindley  silt  loam — 3.4  percent, 
Knox  fine  sandy  loam — C'.^r  percent,  and  Knox  fine  sand— -2.8  percent,

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Tiie  terrace  soils  cover  23.0  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into 
Backner  loams — 14.4  percent,  Buckner  sands — 4,7  percent,  Calhoun  silty 
loam — 1«'.'-  percent,  and  Bremer  loams — 2.5  percent.     The  swamp  and  bottoffi- 
land  soils  cover  12^4  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  laoash 
loamS'-~8,8  percent,   Cass  loam.s — 2.2  percent,   Cass  sand — 0,9  percent,  and 
riverwash,  muck,  and  marsh — 0,2,  0c2.,  0.1  percent  resj^ectively,  _4/ 

Topogra.phy 

The  main  topographic  featuieg  of  I.iuscatine  County  are  two  upland  and 
txo  lovv'lajad  areas,   roughly  forming  four  cu.rving  belts  extending  from  the 
northea.st  to  the  southwest.     The  LassisBippi  bottomSj  including  Muscatine 
Island  and  a  narrow  strip  of  land  along  the  Mississippi  Eiver  east  of 
Muscatine,  and  the  West  Liberty  p].ain  a  re  the  two  lov/lands.-     The  ¥est  Lib- 
erty plain  is  a  broad  valley  extending  across  the  co^'jaty  from  northeast  to 
southv^est  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  Cedar  Eiver,   on  the  west  by  bluffs 
80  to  ino  feet  high,  and  on  the  north  bj^  less  abrupt  bluffsr     The  Illinoi— 
san  drift,  one  of  the  upiarid  areas,  ccn'iistb  of  a.  sheet  of  loess  coA^'ering 
the  ca.st  end  of  the  county,.     It  hr>.s  an  elevation  of  over  700  feet.  The 
KansajTL  drift  plain,   the  second  of  the  upland  areas,  is  a  loess  covered 
plain  in  the  western  part  of  the  county.     It  is  divided  by  the  'Japsinonoc 
Creek  into  two  parts,  one  eastern,    sloping  to  the  south,  and  a  western  part 
sloping  to  the  southeast r     The  average  elevation  of  this  plain  is  also  over 
700  feet.     The  drainage  of  the  county  is  accomplished  by  the  Cedar  River, 
its  tributaries,  and  the  Mississippi  River,  5/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  10  years  (1930-1939  incl., )  was  4^9.5 
degrees.     Gj    The  average  precipitation  for  84  years  (1846-1930)  wa.s  34,15 
inches,   =^nd  the  growing  season  averaged  157  days  between  the  killing  frost 
dates  of  April  29  and  October  3,  over  a  period  of  16  years  (1914-1930),  7/ 

.Populations 

In  1858,  the  first  Territorial  census  credited  Muscatine  County  vrith 
a  population  of  1,247,     The  population  grew  rapidly  in  the  early  years, 
but  it  has  remained  more  or  less  constant  since  1910.     It  has  a  density  of 
68  persons  per  square  mile,  a.s  compared  Vvlth  the  State  density  of  4i:4t  'The 
follovdng  table  shows  the  numbe.r  cf  irliabitants  recorded  at  10-year  intervalsJ

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  four  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county— one  elevator,  one  creamery  and  two  livestock  enterprises, 

As  a  whole,  they  had  406  members  of  v^hich  335  were  active,  and  1,375 
persons  did  business  with  the  four  concerns.  The  selling  cooperatives  had 
a  "business  volume  of  $349,658  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted 

$73,633  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perfonrx  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  comxaodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  m-arkct 
farm  comjnodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  14/ 

Fruit 

Qlhe  greatest  number  of  apple  trees,  74,823,  was  recorded  in  1874,  but 
the  greatest  production,  51,938  bushels,  was  listed  in  1884,     In  comparison, 
there  were  16,871  trees  and  3,998  bushels  recorded  in  1934.     In  1900,  the 
record  year  for  peaches,  23,476  trees  produced  322  bushels.

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There  were  9,551  pluin  trees  in  1909  and  1,691  tnishels  in  1894.     These  were 
the  2/ears  of  ^jreatest  n-ombers  and  greatest  production,  respecti velyo  There 
were  14.773  cherry  trees  in  1874  and  3,929  Imshels  in  1884.     There  were  only 
2,350  cherry  trees  and  543  bushels  in  1934»     In  the  peak  year  for  gra.pes, 
1894,   there  vrere  39,993  vines  and  279,930  pounds  reported.  15/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  a.s  follows: 
(l)   all  corn,    (2)   corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)   corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)   corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion^  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to 
summations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.     This  assuiTies  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actua.lly  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  \i?as  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  nnd  lower 
yield,     'This  separate  yield  estimiation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  rnd  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  WPS  done  by  counties  only  pjid  not  by  townships.     The  tovmship 
yields  for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only 
on  acrccage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is 
shown  by  tomship  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  i  t  by  the 
acreage  shov/n  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.  The 
county  sUi-flTflary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted 
for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately 
be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for 
the  county. 

In  pll  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  rnd  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assum- 
ed to  be  equ.Pl  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tovmship  yields  are, 
therefore,   consistent  in  rill  years  except  1934  and  1936,
